The  records  of  quarterly  meeting  held  October  20, 
1943,  were  read  and  approved. 
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The  following  business  was  transacted : 

1.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  This 
report,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year,  being  in  print  and  a copy  distributed  to  the 
members,  on  motion  made  and  seconded  it  was  voted 
to  accept  the  report  and  place  it  on  the  records.  The 
report  was  as  follows:

Dear  Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an 
examination  of  the  books  of  accounts  and  records  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1943, 
and  submit  herewith  my  report  thereon,  together  with  the  following 
statements,  all  as  of  the  aforementioned  date. 

Statement  of  Condition  Exhibit  “A’’ 

Profit  and  Loss  Account  for  the  Year  Exhibit  “B” 

Analysis  of  Surplus  Exhibit  “C’’ 

Reserve  Cash  Schedule  “A-1’* 

In  amplification  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I desire  to  make  the 
following  explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

Current  Assets  — $67,625.90 

All  monies  purported  to  have  been  received  by  the  Association  were 
traced  into  the  depository  and  all  disbursements  therefrom  were  supported 
by  cancelled  checks  and  vouchers  duly  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

In  confirmation  of  the  bank  balance,  I received  a certificate  from  the 
depository  which  was  reconciled  with  the  books  of  account  and  the  cash 
on  hand  was  counted  during  my  examination. 

The  changes  in  the  reserve  cash  deposited  in  savings  banks  are  shown 
in  Schedule  “A-1”  attached  hereto. 

The  money  expended  by  the  Association  for  relief  during  the  year 
1943  totaled  $4,706  as  compared  to  $5,229.23  spent  in  1942.  As  has  been 
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the  custom  for  many  years,  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  will  reim- 
burse the  Association  early  in  the  year  1944. 

Due  to  war  conditions,  several  changes  during  the  year  1943  have 
taken  place  in  the  operations  of  the  building.  The  principal  one  was  the 
occupancy  of  a portion  of  the  building  by  students  attending  classes  at 
different  departments  of  Boston  University  who  are  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army. 

In  order  to  effect  the  foregoing  changes,  the  Board  of  Government 
of  the  Corporation  at  its  meeting  held  June  3, 1943,  at  which  a quorum  was 
present,  passed  the  following  votes: 

(а)  That  this  Corporation  rent  to  the  Trustees  of  Boston  University 
Talbot  Hall  and  kitchen,  Paul  Revere  Banquet  Hall  and  kitchen,  Paul 
Revere  Hall,  Paul  Revere  Reception  Hall  and  toilets  and  additional  space 
in  exhibition  basement,  containing  approximately  80,000  square  feet,  at 
the  annual  rental  of  $1  per  square  foot,  and  that  arrangements  be  made 
for  alterations  and  additions,  the  expense  of  all  which  shall  be  paid  by 
said  Trustees  of  Boston  University  during  the  first  year  as  additional  rent, 
and  that  the  President  of  this  Corporation  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  Corpora- 
tion such  lease  and  agreement  in  such  form  as  he  deems  advisable. 

(б)  That  in  order  to  make  effectual  the  lease  heretofore  authorized 
between  the  Corporation  and  the  Trustees  of  Boston  University  and  at 
the  special  request  of  said  Trustees  of  Boston  University,  this  Corporation 
employ  the  Turner  Construction  Company,  a New  York  corporation 
having  a usual  place  of  business  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  make  the 
necessary  alterations  and  additions  in  the  Mechanics  Building  on  Hunting- 
ton  Avenue,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  as  provided  in  the  lease  between  this 
Corporation  and  said  Trustees  of  Boston  University,  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Cram  and  Ferguson,  architects, 
according  to  the  proposals  already  prepared,  the  compensation  to  be  based 
on  the  cost  of  the  work  plus  1}/^  per  cent,  and  that  the  President  of  this 
Corporation  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  acknowledge  and 
deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  Corporation  such  contract  in  such 
form  and  on  such  terms  and  provisions  as  the  President  deems  advisable. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  votes,  a contract  was  entered  into  on 
June  16,  1943,  by  and  between  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association,  as  landlord,  and  the  Trustees  of  Boston  University,  as  tenant. 
The  salient  points  of  this  contract  are  as  follows: 

(1)  The  landlord  leases  to  the  Trustees  of  Boston  University  76,140 
square  feet  of  space  from  June  21,  1943,  to  June  30,  1944.  The  lease  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  effect  thereafter  from  year  to  year,  but  in  no 
event  shall  said  term  extend  more  than  six  months  after  the  date  of  termi- 
nation of  the  Unlimited  National  Emergency  as  declared  by  the  Presi- 
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dent  of  the  United  States  on  May  27,  1941  (Proclamation  2487).  The 
rental  shall  be  $76,140  per  annum,  payable  $6,345  on  the  first  of  every 
month,  the  first  payment  July  1,  1943. 

(2)  As  additional  rent  for  said  premises,  the  tenant  agrees  during 
the  first  year  of  the  lease  to  pay  $85,000  in  twelve  equal  instalments,  the 
first  due  July  1,  1943.  If,  however,  repairs,  alterations,  improvements 
and  installation  costs  do  not  aggregate  said  sum  of  $85,000,  then  the 
tenant  shall  pay  only  that  sum. 

(3)  The  premises  are  to  be  used  for  the  housing  and  feeding  and  enter- 
tainment of  United  States  armed  forces. 

(4)  The  landlord  agrees  to  provide  light,  heat  and  power  and  cleaning 
and  janitorial  ser\dces. 

(5)  The  repairs,  alterations,  improvements,  property  and  fixtures  . 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  landlord.  The  tenant  shall  not  be  required  to 
restore  the  premises  upon  the  expiration  or  termination  of  this  lease  except 
that  any  structural  change  made  by  the  landlord  at  the  request  of  the 
tenant  shall  be  restored  by  the  tenant  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

(6)  At  any  time  the  tenant  may  terminate  the  lease  by  giving  to  the 
landlord  sixty  days’  notice  in  writing,  and  the  rental  payments  due  under 
paragraph  No.  1 of  this  lease  shall  be  prorated  to  the  date  of  cancellation. 


(7)  In  case  of  damage  by  fire  and  the  premises  are  not  usable  by  the 
tenant,  the  tenant  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  such  fire  may,  by  written 
notice,  terminate  the  lease  and  such  notice  shall  be  effective  forthwith 
upon  receipt.  The  rent  shall  be  prorated. 

(8)  If  the  lease  is  terminated  under  paragraphs  No.  6 or  No.  7 above, 
the  tenant  shall  pay  to  the  landlord  that  part  of  the  additional  rent  pro- 
vided for  under  paragraph  No.  2 which  is  equal  to  the  amount  of  money 
which  has  been  actually  disbursed  or  may  have  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
landlord  for  the  repairs,  alterations,  improvements,  property  and  fixtures 
which  have  not  already  been  paid  by  the  tenant  to  the  landlord.  The 
landlord  in  case  of  cancellation  or  termination  shall  make  every  effort, 
by  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  tenant,  to  cancel  any  contracts  for 
repairs,  alterations,  etc.  still  wholly  or  partially  unexecuted. 


In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  votes  and  contract,  the  sum  of 
$79,674.94  was  expended  as  follows:

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All  disbursements  were  duly  approved  for  payment  by  the  architect  in 
charge  and  all  bills  have  been  paid.  At  December  31,  1943,  six  monthly 
payments  of  $7,083.33  each,  or  $42,499.98,  had  been  received  from  Boston 
University,  leaving  a balance  due  of  $37,174.96  on  this  contract. 

Other  Funds  — 89,166.87 

This  fund  is  represented  by  a “Deposit  in  Trust”  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  certificate  No.  103,  with  a prin- 
cipal sum  of  $9,166.87.  This  certificate  was  dated  February  2,  1903,  with 
interest  payable  as  of  January  1 each  year,  and  was  presented  to  me  for 
my  examination.  The  income  received  therefrom  was  $183.34  in  1943. 

Charity  Funds  — $433,421 .01 

These  Funds  and  Income  therefrom  are  more  fully  commented  upon 
in  a separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All 
the  underlying  securities  and  pass  books  representing  deposits  in  various 
savings  banks  in  this  Commonwealth  were  presented  to  me  in  the  presence 
of  the  Trustees  on  January  4,  1944,  at  the  safety  deposit  vault  of  the 
Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was  properly 
accounted  for. 


Investment  in  Plant  — $530,357.99 

By  a Special  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1880,  the  Association 
can  hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter, 
the  Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a build- 
ing thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by 
two  independent  appraisers  and  is  the  value  at  which  it  is  now  carried  on 
the  books.  There  were  no  changes  in  the  plant  assets  during  the  year  under 
review.  Even  though  the  assessed  value  on  the  property  was  reduced 
$110,000  for  the  year  1942  as  a result  of  various  legal  conferences,  I was 
given  to  understand  that  this  reduction  was  not  shown  on  the  1943  tax  bill. 
The  property  was  assessed  in  1943  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows:

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In  addition,  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $19,320.  The  Association  also 
carries  workmen’s  compensation  and  public  liability  insurance. 

Current  Liabilities  — $101,854-68 

In  order  to  effect  the  payment  of  the  alterations,  improvements  and 
repairs  heretofore  commented  upon  in  this  report,  it  was  voted  at  a meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Government  of  the  Corporation  held  June  23,  1943,  at 
which  a quorum  was  present,  that  the  Association  borrow  of  the  New 
England  Trust  Company  or  any  other  bank  not  more  than  $125,000  for 
such  time  at  a rate  not  more  than  2 per  cent  as  may  be  arranged  by  the 
President  and  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation,  and  if  same  becomes  neces- 
sary or  advisable,  to  secure  payment  of  said  loan  by  assigning  as  collateral 
security  the  lease  made  by  this  Corporation  with  the  Trustees  of  Boston 
University,  dated  June  16,  1943,  with  the  payments  of  additional  rent  as 
set  forth  in  the  second  paragraph  of  said  lease,  all  in  such  terms  as  the 
President  and  Treasurer  deem  advisable.  It  was  further  voted  that  such 
note  or  notes  or  transfer  by  way  of  collateral  security  be  executed  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  this  Corporation  by  the  President  or  Treasurer,  all  on 
such  terms  and  provisions  and  in  such  form  as  they  deem  advisable. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  vote,  the  lease  with  the  Trustees  of 
Boston  University  was  pledged  with  the  New  England  Trust  Company  as 
collateral  for  monies  borrowed.  A transcript  of  the  note  payable  account 
follows:

At  December  31,  1943,  the  Association  was  indebted  to  the  bank  in 
the  sum  of  $65,000  for  secured  notes,  which  fact  was  confirmed  to  me  by 
the  bank. 

In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Board  of  Government  held  Decern- 

ber  9,  1943,  it  was  voted  that  the  auditor  for  the  Association  place  its 
books  of  account  on  an  accrual  basis  instead  of  the  cash  basis.  This  accrual 
basis  is  much  more  common  in  accounting  practice  and,  in  my  opinion, 
any  reports  based  thereon  are  much  more  enlightening  and  disclose  the 
facts  much  better. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  Association’s  history  the  statements  herewith 
rendered  are  on  an  accrual  basis.  So  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  known 
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liabilities  were  taken  up  in  the  accounts  as  at  December  31,  1943.  Further- 
more, all  these  liabilities  had  been  duly  approved  for  payment  by  the 
Finance  Committee  at  their  meeting  held  January  6,  1944. 

Profit  and  Loss  — $41 

The  loss  for  the  year  is  shown  in  detail  in  Exhibit  “B”,  page  15. 
A comparison  of  the  year’s  operations  for  1942  and  1943,  even  though  the 
accounts  were  kept  on  a different  basis  and  the  inclusion  of  1942  real 
estate  taxes  in  that  year’s  operations,  although  paid  in  1943,  is  tabulated 
below :

A study  of  the  foregoing  figures  is  recommended,  always  bearing  in 
mind  that  those  for  the  year  1942  are  on  a cash  basis  and  those  for  the 
year  1943  on  an  accrual  basis. 

General 

Chapters  544  and  546  of  the  Acts  of  August  1943,  which  amended 
regulations  relative  to  public  buildings,  transferred  the  supervision  and 
enforcement  of  said  regulations  from  the  proper  authorities  in  the  City 
of  Boston  to  those  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

These  new  regulations  were  effective  as  of  January  1,  1944,  and  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  law  and  be  able  to  utilize  the  full  seating  capacity 
of  Grand  Hall,  more  exits  had  to  be  made  and  also  several  minor  changes 
at  the  old  exits,  such  as  new  hardware,  catches,  etc. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  given  me  in  the  course 
of  my  examination.

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The  above  named,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice-President,  con- 
stitute the  Committees  on  Finance  and  Building. 

In  March  1943  the  resignation  of  George  L.  DoUoff  from  the  Board 
for  business  reasons  was  accepted,  and  G.  Harry  Adalian  was  elected  to 
fill  this  vacancy.

In  Memoriam 

Donald  Mclvor  Blair  was  born  in  Boston,  March  24,  1866,  the  son  of 
John  Smith  Blair  and  Eliza  Russ  (Kendrick)  Blair.  In  1893  he  married 
Fannie  Batcheller  and  one  son  w^as  born  of  this  union.  Mr.  Blair  passed 
on  November  21,  1943. 

He  attended  the  Rice  primary  and  grammar  schools,  English  High 
School  and  one  year  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  After 
leaving  school,  he  entered  the  building  moving  business  and  helped  to 
found  the  Soley,  Blair  Company,  of  which  he  was  the  Vice-President  and 
later  sole  owner. 

He  became  a member  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  on  April  12,  1898,  taking  life  membership.  He  served  on  the 
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Committee  of  Relief  from  1907  to  1915;  on  the  Board  of  Government 
from  1915  to  1923,  and  was  elected  Vice-President  in  1923  and  President 
in  1926,  serving  three  years.  He  was  a member  of  St.  John’s  Lodge, 
A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Blair  is  survived  by  a son,  Lieut.  Stephen  Batcheller  Blair, 
United  States  Army;  a brother,  John  S.  Blair  of  Fitzwilliam,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  two  grandchildren.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  Bigelow 
Chapel,  Mt.  Auburn  Cemetery,  Cambridge.  Interment  was  in  Mt.  Auburn

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This  year  our  income  has  been  increased  by  the  payment  of  interest 
on  bonds  heretofore  in  default.  To  date  there  has  been  paid  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  4’s,  1955,  the  sum  of  $600,  being 
interest  due  for  the  year  1940  and  one-half  year  1941.  There  remains 
unpaid  interest  on  these  bonds  totaling  $1,000,  being  the  interest  for  July  1, 
1941,  and  the  years  1942  and  1943. 

Also,  this  year,  by  decrees  of  the  United  States  District  Court  at 
Chicago,  the  Trustee  of  the  Chicago  & Northwestern  Railroad  and  the 
Milwaukee,  Sparta  & Northwestern  Railroad  was  authorized  to  make 
the  following  payments: 

On  the  Chicago  & Northern  Railroad  5’s,  2037,  the  sum  of  $153.90 
was  paid,  being  interest  due  for  one-half  year  1935  and  the  year  1936. 

On  the  Milwaukee,  Sparta  & Northwestern  Railroad  4’s,  1947,  the 
sum  of  $139.20  was  paid,  being  interest  due  for  one-half  year  1935  and  the 
year  1936. 

As  part  of  our  report  we  include  the  Auditor’s  Report  giving  the 
investments,  the  Auditor  having  reconciled  each  of  the  savings  bank 
pass  books  with  our  records  and  with  those  of  the  banks,  and  personally 
examined  and  checked  each  security  showing  the  results.

In  amplification  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I desire  to  make  the 
following  explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

The  bonds  and  savings  bank  pass  books,  as  shown  in  detail  on  Exhibit 
“A,”  were  presented  to  me  for  my  examination  in  the  presence  of  the 
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Trustees  on  January  4,  1944,  at  the  safe  deposit  vault  of  the  Boston  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company. 

On  June  16,  1943,  the  Public  Service  of  Indiana,  first  mortgage  bonds. 
Series  “A,”  4’s,  due  September  1, 1969,  were  called  for  redemption  at  10634* 
The  difference  between  the  redemption  value  of  these  bonds  ($7,437.50) 
and  their  cost  to  the  Trustees  ($7,227.50),  namely  $210,  has  been  added 
to  the  principal  of  the  fund. 

On  September  29,  1943,  the  Trustees  purchased  $40,000  United 
States  Treasury  Bonds,  234’s,  due  December  15,  1964/1969. 

All  coupons  for  collection  subsequent  to  December  31,  1943,  were 
attached  to  all  bonds  examined. 

During  the  year  real  progress  has  been  made  in  making  payments  of 
interest  on  bonds  heretofore  in  default.  To  date,  there  has  been  paid  on 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  4’s,  1955,  the  sum  of 
$600,  being  interest  due  for  the  year  1940  and  one-half  year  1941.  There 
remains  unpaid  interest  totaling  $1,000,  being  the  interest  for  July  1,  1941, 
and  the  years  1942  and  1943. 

Relative  to  the  Chicago  & Northwestern  Railroad  5’s,  2037,  and  the 
Milwaukee,  Sparta  & Northwestern  Railroad  4’s,  1947,  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  approved  on  December  12,  1939,  a final  plan  of 
reorganization  for  the  companies,  pursuant  to  Section  77  of  the  Federal 
Bankruptcy  Act  as  amended.  The  effective  date  of  the  final  plan  was 
fixed  as  of  January  1,  1939.  Under  this  reorganization  plan,  the  holders 
thereof  would  receive  for  each  $1,000  bond  and  accumulated  interest  the

Under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  the  sum 
of  $8,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  said 
Association,  the  income  from  which  shall  be  devoted  for  payment  of 
scholarships  of  two  years  each  in  any  department  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  beneficiaries  to  be  worthy  sons  of  members 
or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association. 
The  status  of  this  fund  is  shown  in  Exhibit  “C”  attached  hereto. 

The  records  of  the  Trustees  were  found  to  be  in  order  and  I wish  to 
express  to  them  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
examination  of  their  accounts.

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

In  accordance  with  the  established  custom,  I am  now  called  upon  to 
address  you  for  the  last  time  as  President.  I deeply  regret  that  some  other 
word  than  “valedictory”  cannot  be  found,  for  I think  in  this  connection 
there  is  a meaning  of  finality  about  it  — that  “farewell  forever”  kind  of 
feeling  that  is  at  first  disquieting.  But  I am  reassured,  on  second  thought, 
for  I realize  that  no  by-laws  or  man-made  rule  can  sever  the  happy  asso- 
ciation that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  enjoy  as  a member  and  an  officer 
of  our  time-honored  and  beloved  institution,  or  blot  out  the  pleasant 
memories  they  have  engendered. 

The  word  “valedictory,”  much  as  I dislike  it,  does  signify  the  end  of 
an  administration,  and  so  may  afford  a justifiable  reason  for  a brief  review 
of  the  three  eventful  years  through  which  our  Association  has  passed  since 
the  then  new  administration  began  its  duties  in  January  1941. 

I presume  that  never  before  in  the  long  history  of  our  Association 
have  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Government,  Finance  Conunittee  and 
Building  Committee  been  called  upon  to  attend  so  many  special  meetings 
and  to  give  their  earnest  consideration  to  so  many  problems  that  were 
pressing  for  seeming  immediate  decision. 

While  a declaration  of  war  had  not  been  made  in  January  1941,  there 
existed  a condition  in  our  country  very  much  akin  to  that  of  war.  Both 
the  social  and  the  business  world  were  beginning  to  feel  the  change  and  we 
were  no  exception,  for  there  came  a diminution  in  the  entertainment 
field  which  seriously  affected  the  income  derived  from  our  building.  Many 
of  the  former  expositions  and  shows  which  had  furnished  the  income  of  the 
Association  had  entirely  disappeared  from  the  field,  and  the  effort  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  was  directed  toward  finding  new  sources  of  income. 

It  was  discovered  that  the  Association  for  some  years  had  not  com- 
plied with  the  State  laws  inasmuch  as  our  accountant  was  not  a certified 
public  accountant  as  required  by  the  statutes.  A change  was  immediately 
made,  with  consequent  changes  in  the  method  of  accounting,  which  has, 
since  that  time,  afforded  a clearer  view  of  the  financial  situation  of  the 
Association. 

A change  in  the  monthly  Board  meeting  date  was  arranged  so  as  to 
take  advantage  of  the  cash  discount  on  bills  paid  within  the  ten  day  limit, 
which  amounted  to  considerable  savings  each  year. 

An  important  event  in  the  early  part  of  the  administration  was  the 
opening  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  subway,  with  the  new  station  “Mechan- 
ics” affording  easy  access  to  transportation  means  in  all  directions. 
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The  portraits,  which  form  a valuable  item  in  the  Association’s  prop- 
erty, were  all  the  subject  of  scrutiny  by  experts.  The  portrait  frames  were 
regilded  and  paintings  revamished  in  the  hope  that  they  would  be  main- 
tained in  the  best  state  of  preservation,  and  the  office  walls,  together  with 
the  entrance  foyer  to  Exhibition  Hall,  have  been  redecorated  with 
marked  benefit. 

With  the  declaration  of  war  and  the  liability  of  aerial  attacks,  steps 
were  taken  early  in  Boston  to  safeguard  public  interests.  Our  building 
was  among  the  first  to  receive  approval  from  the  public  authorities,  being 
equipped  with  proper  blackout  shutters,  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and 
a definite  organization  of  well-trained  employees  to  handle  them.  Our 
building  was  also  designated  as  an  air  raid  shelter  for  inhabitants  in  our 
vicinity. 

With  our  active  entrance  into  the  war  and  the  call  on  the  trained 
• manpower  of  the  nation,  our  Past  President  McKenzie  called  attention  to 
the  possibility  of  the  Association’s  resuming  its  function  in  aiding  to  train 
young  men  in  the  mechanical  arts.  An  active  canvass  of  existing  condi- 
tions disclosed  that  this  function,  which  once  was  the  unique  activity  of 
the  Association  — that  of  aiding  in  the  training  of  reliable  young  men  — 
had  practically  ceased;  and  that  not  only  Boston  but  all  of  the  surrounding 
communities  were  affording  means  whereby  young  men  could  obtain  not 
only  a mechanical  education  but  were  also  receiving  a salary  while  doing  so 
and  guaranteed  a remunerative  job  after  they  had  been  trained. 

Early  in  1942  our  Board  had  authorized  the  certified  public  account- 
ant to  make  a survey  of  the  Association’s  financial  situation  from  1922 
to  1941  inclusive.  The  report,  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Associa- 
tion, was  of  such  a nature  that  it  was  thought  advisable  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  entire  situation  of  the  Association  as  to  its  prop- 
erty and  the  probability  of  future  rentals.  This  report  did  not  offer  much 
encouragement  as  to  the  immediate  future  regarding  rentals,  but  in  the 
research  which  had  been  made  it  was  found  that  similar  conditions  had 
existed  in  prior  periods  and  that  the  present  condition  was  no  more  serious 
than  that  which  had  existed  in  earlier  times.  It  was  suggested  that  there 
might  be  a probability  at  some  future  time,  if  not  found  advisable  at  that 
time,  to  obtain  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  funds  which  had  been 
accumulated  under  the  charge  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  might 
not  be  converted  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Association,  if  that  were 
required.  An  opinion  was  obtained  from  the  Association’s  attorney  as  to 
the  steps  required,  but  the  emergency  having  passed,  no  further  action 
was  taken. 

All  through  the  three-year  period  the  Building  Committee  has  been 
most  diligent  in  its  efforts  to  maintain  the  status  of  the  building’s  repair 
as  well  as  its  outside  appearance.  New  billboards  properly  lettered, 
together  with  window  frames  and  sashes  which  have  received  much-needed 
coats  of  paint,  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  building,  and 
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constant  effort  has  been  made  inside  the  building  not  only  as  applies  to 
the  building  itself  but  to  the  furnishings  as  well,  attention  which  has 
maintained  the  property  in  most  excellent  condition. 

The  recent  transfer  of  dominion  over  the  public  buildings,  which, 
until  the  first  of  January,  1944,  had  been  vested  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
was,  on  that  date,  transferred  to  the  Commission  of  Public  Safety.  The 
changed  regulations  raised  many  problems  which  required  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  Building  Committee,  for  while,  up  to  that  time,  our  exits 
had  been  deemed  ample  for  safety  purposes,  it  was  no  longer  so  under  the 
new  regulations  which  required  twenty  inches  of  exit  space  for  each  hun- 
dred people  allowed  in  the  building.  The  brief  time  allowed  between  the 
time  that  it  was  made  known  that  the  change  was  to  be  made  in  the  law 
and  the  time  the  new  regulations  became  operative  required  the  best 
efforts  of  the  Building  Committee.  Surveys  were  made  of  the  building  as 
to  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  exit  areas,  having  plans  made  and 
obtaining  approval  for  them.  In  this  work  the  Committee  is  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Bond  for  the  effort  made  by  him.  I am  happy  to  say 
that  now  the  number  of  patrons  allowed  in  the  building  has  been  in- 
creased from  3800  to  5100  and  definite  plans  made  for  increasing  these 
exits  should  occasion  arise. 

The  tax  situation  with  the  City  of  Boston  has  not  changed.  The 
accrued  tax  was  settled  during  the  year  just  passed  after  many  prolonged 
negotiations  on  a basis  which  was  entirely  unsatisfactory,  nor  does  there 
seem  to  be  a likelihood  of  immediate  remedy. 

The  long  disputed  indebtedness  on  the  part  of  the  Hawley  School  of 
Engineering  was  finally  settled  out  of  Court  and  the  lease  with  Aleppo 
Temple  over  which  there  had  been  prolonged  discussion  was  finally  signed 
for  a period  of  five  years. 

From  the  time  of  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  war  it  had 
been  the  thought  of  the  administration  that  the  Association  might  find 
some  means  by  which  it  could  worthily  participate  in  the  wartime  effort. 
To  this  end,  numerous  conversations  were  held  with  representatives  of  the 
different  branches  of  the  Armed  Forces  in  the  expectation  that  our  build- 
ing might  be  utilized  for  units  of  the  forces  in  training  or  for  some  other 
suitable  wartime  activity.  These  conversations  went  on  for  a considerable 
period,  in  many  instances  seeming  to  be  on  the  verge  of  consummation, 
until  contact  was  made  with  Boston  University,  who  was  about  to  under- 
take the  training  of  specialized  young  men,  resulting,  after  many  negotia- 
tions, in  leasing  that  part  of  the  building  known  as  Exhibition  Hall, 
together  with  adjacent  halls.  Occupation  began  on  the  first  day  of  July 
1943,  and  since  that  time  we  have  had  most  pleasant  relations  in  cooper- 
ating with  the  officials  of  Boston  University  in  this  undertaking. 

In  the  past  year,  death  has  taken  from  us  one  of  our  most  respected 
Past  Presidents,  Mr.  Donald  M.  Blair,  who  died  on  November  21,  1943, 
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after  a prolonged  illness.  Suitable  resolutions  have  been  prepared  and 
spread  upon  the  records. 

Twice  during  this  administration  there  have  been  approaches  made 
as  to  the  outright  sale  of  the  building.  Under  proper  conditions,  and  for 
a suitable  remuneration,  this  would  be  most  desirable.  Both  of  these 
opportunities,  concerning  one  of  which  there  was  considerable  secrecy 
because  of  seemingly  justifiable  conditions,  at  one  time  seemed  most  prom- 
ising. While  neither  of  them  reached  fruition,  there  has  awakened  the 
thought  that  some  time  in  the  future  it  might  be  possible  to  transfer  to 
other  hands  the  magnificently  located  property  with  its  advantages  on 
the  broad  avenue  and  rapid  means  of  communication  with  all  sections  of 
the  surrounding  country  to  some  party  or  organization  which  could 
utilize  it  to  the  greatest  advantage. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  in  years  following  a war  period  there  has 
been  increased  activity  in  rentals.  I can  only  hope  that  this  will  be  the 
case  when  peace  comes  to  a war- wearied  world.  It  has  been  my  hope  that 
at  some  time,  and  I know  of  no  more  appropriate  time  than  the  one 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversay  of  the  Association,  if  peace  had  been 
declared,  to  revive  the  Mechanics  Fairs  which  were  the  great  source  of 
income  and  prestige  which  built  our  Association.  While  the  conditions 
which  abounded  at  the  time  the  fairs  were  held  have  ceased  to  exist  due 
to  better  means  of  illustration  and  the  more  broadly  used  means  of  trans- 
portation, there  would  be  abounding  interest  in  the  wonderful  develop- 
ments which  the  dire  necessities  of  war  have  brought  out  of  all  branches 
of  industry. 

The  affairs  of  the  Association  have  not  been  entirely  free  from  the 
general  disturbance  regarding  employment.  The  fabulous  wages  which 
have  been  offered  in  many  cases  to  able-bodied  men,  the  ease  with  which 
employment  could  be  found,  and  the  dissatisfactions  generally  with 
conditions,  many  of  them  effected  by  rumor  and  gossip,  have  had  to  be 
met  by  the  special  action  of  the  Governing  Board.  I am  happy  to  say, 
however,  that  after  a careful  canvass  of  the  situation,  in  which  every 
employee  was  interviewed  and  a chart  clearly  showing  the  responsibilities 
of  each  man  was  issued,  together  with  a circular  letter,  that  the  situation 
has  much  improved.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  this  condition  may 
continue. 

The  Association  has  two  officers  in  the  Armed  Service  and  several 
who  are  giving  their  entire  time  to  the  war  effort.  In  a recent  survey 
made  by  the  Association  it  was  ascertained  that  of  the  sixty-five  replies 
received  from  members,  ninety-seven  members  of  their  families  are  in  the 
armed  forces  of  our  country. 

I cannot  close  without  acknowledging  the  great  debt  of  gratitude 
which  I feel  to  every  member  of  the  Board  which  has  cooperated  so  whole- 
heartedly, giving  so  liberally  of  their  time  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association; 
to  the  members  of  the  Building  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee 
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who  have  found  time  to  give  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  whenever 
called  upon,  their  earnest  and  most  careful  consideration;  to  the  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Relief  who  administered  the  funds  set  aside  for  them 
in  a way  to  reflect  credit  to  the  Association.  Due  to  conditions  which 
already  have  been  described,  but  little  feU  to  the  Connnittee  on  Educa- 
tion, but  I know  that  they  stood  ready  to  undertake  any  supervision 
which  might  have  come  to  them.  And  especially  do  I feel  grateful  to  our 
Secretary-Treasurer  for  the  constant  cooperation  which  he  has  given  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Association’s  affairs,  and  the  excellent  state  of  the 
records  of  the  Association  in  the  keeping  of  which  he  has  been  so  ably 
assisted  by  Miss  Dailey;  to  Mr.  McLaughlin  and  to  every  member  of 
the  Association  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  during  the  administration, 
and  the  great  honor  which  I feel  was  conferred  upon  me  when,  three 
years  ago,  I was  declared  elected  to  the  important  office  of  President. 
God  bless  each  and  every  one  of  you.

NECROLOGY 


James  H.  Kinmaetin 

James  H.  Kinmartin  joined  this  Association  July  16,  1919,  and  died 
January  3,  1943,  aged  seventy  years. 

Mr.  Kinmartin  was  bom  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  and  obtained 
his  education  in  the  Charlestown  schools.  He  started  his  business  career 
by  employment  vdth  Allen  & Hall,  later  being  associated  with  Cyrus 
Clark  and  later  still  with  Frank  E.  Cutler.  In  1927  he  became  a partner 
in  T.  J.  Buckley  & Company,  of  which  firm  he  was  one  of  the  founders, 
and  retained  an  active  interest  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Kinmartin  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  numerous 
trade  organizations  and  Charlestown  Old  Schoolboys  Association. 

Mr.  Kinmartin  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  sister. 

Alexander  K.  Williams 

Alexander  K.  Williams,  who  joined  this  Association  July  20,  1910, 
was  born  in  Boston,  June  11,  1883,  and  died  in  Scituate,  Massachusetts, 
Febmary  4,  1943. 

Mr.  WiUiams  was  the  son  of  Charles  L.  and  Kate  Kilpatrick  Williams, 
and  w’as  educated  in  Boston,  graduating  from  Mechanics  Arts  High 
School  in  1899,  afterw^ard  taking  special  courses  in  structural  steel  and 
reinforced  concrete.  He  joined  the  &m  of  C.  A.  Dodge  Company,  ser\ing 
as  director,  estimator  and  engineer.  After  severing  his  connection  with 
this  firm,  he  operated  as  contracting  engineer  until  his  death. 

He  w^as  a resident  of  Scituate  and  former  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  a member  of  the  Planning  Board.  He  was  a director  of  the  Highland 
Cooperative  Bank  and  Tmstee  of  the  Lincoln  Savings  Bank  of  Roxbury. 
He  was  a member  of  Lafayette  Lodge  and  Mt.  Vernon  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Mr.  Williams  leaves  his  widow,  a daughter  and  tw^o  sons. 

James  H.  Powtell 

James  H.  Powell  joined  this  Association  July  21,  1908,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1943,  aged  eighty-five  years. 

Mr.  Powell  was  born  in  England,  the  son  of  James  H.  and  Louisa 
Short  Powell,  and  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  England  and  the  Webster 
School  of  Cambridge.  He  early  learned  the  metal  worker’s  trade  and 
went  to  work  for  the  Fenn  Ventilator  Company,  in  which  he  became  a 
partner  in  1900. 

Mr.  Powell  was  a member  of  the  New  England  Order  of  Protection, 
the  Masonic  Fraternity,  as  well  as  this  Association. 

In  1889  he  married  Annie  Youiner,  who  bore  him  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  who,  with  his  widow,  survive. 
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Charles  T.  Main 

Charles  Thomas  Main,  industrial  engineer  and  power  plant  expert, 
joined  this  Association  July  21,  1920.  He  died  March  6,  1943,  aged 
eighty-seven  years  and  twenty  days. 

Mr.  Main  was  born  in  Marblehead,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  Thomas 
and  Cordelia  Reed  Main,  both  members  of  old  American  families  estab- 
lished in  colonial  days.  Mr.  Main  began  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Marblehead  and  continued  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy, where  he  graduated  in  1876  with  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Mechanical 
Engineering,  and  remained  for  three  years  as  assistant  in  that  department. 

In  the  fall  of  1879  he  went  to  the  Manchester  Mills  as  draftsman, 
leaving  January  1,  1881  to  become  engineer  of  the  Lower  Pacific  Mills  in 
Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained  for  eleven  years.  Deciding 
to  confine  himself  more  strictly  to  engineering,  he  retired  and  formed,  with 
F.  W.  Dean,  the  firm  of  Dean  & Main,  engineers  who  designed  many 
industrial  plants.  In  1907  Mr.  Main  embarked  independently,  and  since 
that  time  conducted  business  under  the  name  of  Charles  T.  Main. 

Mr.  Main  was  the  author  of  many  papers  on  engineering  subjects, 
and  has  been  consulting  engineer  on  many  important  projects  and  expert 
witness  and  referee  in  legal  action. 

Mr.  Main  was  an  Alderman  for  three  years  in  his  home  city  of  Law- 
rence and  was  for  eleven  years  on  the  Water  and  Sewer  Board  of  Winches- 
ter. Mr.  Main  was  a member  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers  and  its  President  in  1918.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  the  American  Institute  of  Consulting 
Engineers,  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  Past  President.  Past 
President  of  the  Engineers  Club  of  Boston,  and  a life  member  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  He  was  a 
director  of  many  industrial  concerns  and  a Trustee  of  the  Winchester 
Savings  Bank. 

In  1883,  Mr.  Main  married  Elizabeth  F.  Appleton.  Three  children 
were  born  of  this  union,  two  of  whom  survive. 

Charles  A.  Tapper 

Charles  A.  Tapper,  a member  of  this  Association  since  July  20,  1921, 
died  March  7,  1943,  aged  sixty-seven  years. 

Mr.  Tapper  was  proprietor  of  the  Puritan  Iron  Works,  Portland 
Street,  Boston,  for  more  than  forty  years.  Beside  this  Association,  he  was 
a member  of  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  Aleppo  Temple  Mystic  Shrine,  Reci- 
procity Club  and  the  Park  Street  Club. 

Mr.  Tapper  was  a native  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Henriette  Soper  Tapper,  and  two  daughters. 

Mason  H.  Gray 

Mason  H.  Gray,  a member  of  this  Association  since  April  15,  1914, 
died  May  22,  1943,  aged  sixty-seven  years. 
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Mr.  Gray  was  born  in  North  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  February  28, 
1876,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Antoinette  Ackers  Gray,  and  was  educated  in 
the  Cambridge  public  schools  and  Rindge  Technology. 

Mr.  Gray  entered  the  metal  working  business  with  his  father,  Peter 
Gray,  the  firm  being  known  as  Peter  Gray  & Sons,  Metal  Specialties, 
which  later  became  Peter  Gray  Corporation,  and  where  he  was  con- 
nected at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Beside  this  Association,  Mr.  Gray  was  a member  of  the  Cambridge 
Rotarians,  New  England  Railroad  Club,  Longwood  Tennis  Club,  Engi- 
neers Club,  Charity  Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Belmont  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
and  Cambridge  Conunandery  Knights  Templars. 

In  September  1906  he  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Miller,  who  survives. 

Hakry  S.  Freeman 

Harry  Smith  Freeman  joined  this  Association  July  21,  1926,  and 
died  June  30,  1943,  aged  seventy-four  years  and  twenty  days.  Mr.  Free- 
man was  born  at  Houlton,  Maine,  the  son  of  Mark  D.  and  Abigail  Grant 
Freeman,  and  obtained  a high  school  education. 

He  started  business  as  a contractor  and  builder  in  1894  and  did  a 
large  volume  of  business  in  Roxbury,  Brookline  and  Allston  in  the  specula- 
tive field  until  1918,  when  he  dropped  that  effort  and  engaged  in  remodel- 
ing and  real  estate  and  insurance  business,  which  he  continued  until  he 
retired  in  1932  because  of  ill  health. 

Beside  this  Association,  he  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

In  1898  he  married  Etta  Lane,  who  bore  him  four  daughters  and  two 
sons.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  three  daughters  and  two  sons. 

John  C.  Soley 

John  Cormack  Soley,  born  June  28,  1874,  died  July  4,  1943  at  the 
age  of  sixty-nine  years,  six  days. 

Mr.  Soley  was  born  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  son  of  John  and 
Margaret  Cormack  Soley.  He  obtained  his  education  in  Woburn  public 
schools  and  graduated  from  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  class  of  1893, 
subsequently  attending  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  for 
two  years  in  the  class  of  1897.  After  leaving  school  he  entered  the  business 
of  moving  and  shoring  buildings,  which  he  continued  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

In  October  1906  he  married  Geneva  Belle  Davidson,  who  died 
November  1938.  He  is  survived  by  a brother,  a sister  and  two  nephews. 

George  C.  Irwin 

George  Clayton  Irwin,  Treasurer  of  the  construction  company  which 
bore  his  name,  died  at  his  home  in  Newton,  August  12,  1943,  at  the  age 
of  sixty-eight  years,  eleven  months  and  twenty-seven  days. 
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Mr.  Irwin  was  born  in  the  Roxbury  District  of  Boston,  son  of  William 
F.  and  Catherine  Irwin,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston. 
After  his  graduation  he  worked  for  two  years  in  the  drug  business,  which 
he  left  to  learn  the  trade  of  bricklaying  and  plastering.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-two  he  formed  a partnership  with  Edward  Eagles  under  the  firm 
name  of  Eagles  & Irwin.  He  later  bought  out  Mr.  Eagles  and  formed  the 
firm  of  George  C.  Irwin  Company,  which  he  conducted  for  thirty-six 
years  and  with  which  he  maintained  connection  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Irwin  was  a member  of  both  the  Scottish  and  York  Rite  Masons, 
Aleppo  Temple  Mystic  Shrine,  Past  Nobles  Grand  of  America  Lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows,  member  and  Past  Captain  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  of  Boston,  holding  the  only  written  commission  ever 
issued  for  that  office. 

Mr.  Irwin  was  a member  and  Past  President  of  the  Master  Builders 
Association  of  Boston,  a member  of  the  Society  of  American  Military 
Engineers,  Past  President  of  Ten  of  Us  Club,  former  Trustee  of  the  Black- 
stone  Savings  Bank  and  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange;  a member 
of  The  Boston  City  Club,  Boston  Lodge  of  Elks,  Royal  Order  of  Jesters 
and  Fusiliers  Veterans  Association. 

He  served  this  Association  on  the  Board  of  Government  from  1932 
to  1937  inclusive,  being  a member  of  the  Committee  on  Building.  He 
also  served  on  the  Committee  of  Relief,  fiUing  an  unexpired  term. 

Beside  his  widow,  R.  Ethel  Irwin,  he  leaves  a son.  Commander  G. 
Clayton  Irwin,  Jr.  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 

Donald  M.  Blair 

Donald  M.  Blair,  Past  President  of  this  Association,  died  Novem- 
ber 21,  1943,  aged  seventy-seven  years,  eight  months  and  twenty-eight 
days.  Mr.  Blair  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  son  of  John  Smith 
Blair  and  Eliza  Kendrick  Blair,  and  received  his  education  in  Boston 
public  schools,  graduating  from  English  High  and  attending  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology  for  one  year. 

After  leaving  school,  he  engaged  in  the  moving  and  shoring  of  build- 
ings, and,  with  Mr.  John  Soley,  founded  the  firm  of  Soley  & Blair,  Building 
Movers  and  Shoring,  from  which  he  retired  in  1940. 

Mr.  Blair  was  Past  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Master 
Builders  Association  of  Boston,  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity, 
Trustee  and  Vice-President  of  Workingmen’s  Cooperative  Bank,  and 
Trustee  of  Eliot  Savings  Bank  of  Roxbury. 

He  joined  this  Association  in  the  year  1898,  serving  on  the  Committee 
of  Relief  from  1907  to  1915,  on  the  Board  of  Government  from  1915  to 
1922.  He  was  Vice-President  from  1923  to  1925  and  President  from  1926 
to  1928.  At  his  death  the  Board  of  Government  caused  resolutions  to  be 
prepared  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Association,  a copy  being 
sent  to  the  family. 

In  1893  he  married  Fanny  Batcheller,  who  preceded  him  in  death. 
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He  is  survived  by  a son,  Lieut.  Stephen  B.  Blair,  United  States  Army,  a 
brother  and  two  grandchildren. 

Frank  M.  Porter 

Frank  M.  Porter  joined  this  Association  in  1897  as  a life  member 
He  died  December  7,  1943,  aged  seventy-six  years. 

Mr.  Porter  was  born  in  Boston  and  attended  Boston  schools  and 
Dartmouth  College,  graduating  in  the  class  of  1888.  He  commenced  busi- 
ness in  Boston  as  a salesman  for  Morey,  Churchill  & Morey,  Crockery, 
where  he  stayed  for  two  years.

Mr.  Porter  is  survived  by  two  daughters. 

Frank  E.  White 

Frank  E.  White  was  born  February  28,  1873,  in  Malden,  Massa- 
chusetts. He  died  December  26,  1943,  aged  seventy  years. 

Mr.  White  was  the  son  of  Charles  A.  and  Martha  Smith  White,  and 
was  educated  in  the  Malden  schools.  He  was  for  many  years  associated 
with  G.  W.  & F.  Smith  Iron  Company,  and  later  with  the  credit  depart- 
ment of  the  Beacon  Trust  Company  and  Lumberman’s  Mutual  Insurance 
Company.  Retiring  from  business,  he  started  development  of  land  in 
Arhngton  and  Winchester,  Massachusetts,  and  when  completed  he  moved 
to  Lincoln,  Massachusetts.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  been  called 
to  duty  in  the  lumber  industry  in  Vermont  by  the  Government. 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  he  had  been  a summer  resident  of  West 
Brookfield,  Vermont,  spending  his  winters  in  Lakeland,  Florida. 

Mr.  White  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  Boston  Athletic 
Club,  the  Corinthian  Yacht  Club  of  Marblehead,  and  this  Association, 
which  he  joined  in  1907. 

In  April  1909  he  married  Jennie  Sanborn  of  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
who,  with  a brother,  Charles  F.  White,  survives.
